“I am 79 years old, and my husband is 90,” said Mrs. Edward 
Lieberman, of 950 Ponce de Leon avenue, yesterday.

The OPA office 
says it is up to the individual ration boards. A representative of 
the Fulton county board said “We have no provision for registra- 
tion by mail at present, and I am sure there will be no such pro- 
vision for some time, as we have our hands full already. In a case 
like that of Mrs. Lieberman, we would suggest that she ask a neigh- 
bor to take her list of cans and her sugar book and register for her, 
which would be quite in order under the circumstances.”

A statement by William Jeffers, rubber co-ordinator, about a 
contemplated amendment to the tire regulations which will make 
it possible for car owners to secure recaps without applying to their 
ration boards evidently has caused much confusion, OPA officials 
said yesterday.

Senator Walter George, of. Georgia, is the 
author of a senate resolution calling for the 
creation of a Senate Investigating Committee 
to study future, post-war, economic policies.

The Georgian is, of course, entirely right 
in placing responsibility on the congress, but 
this does not mean that othérs canhot con- 
tribute valuable ideas or suggestions.

responsible. 
that responsibility, for congress, 
supposition, is itself responsible to the people, 
is presumed to reflect their will. 

It is to be hoped, in realizing its respon- 
sibility, congress will not consider it a jealous 
prerogative. Too often have the finest of sug- 
gestions failed to secure congressional approval 
chiefly because congress has resented the fact 
that the suggestion was first made by an out- 
Consider, for example, the Ruml plan 
for pay-as-you-go taxation. This would un- 
doubtedly have been adopted by this time if 
congress itself could claim credit for originat- 
ing a plan so beneficial to the taxpayers. 

It must not be forgotten, either, that after 
the first world war it was congress which 
refused to ratify the Versailles treaty, which 
kept this nation out of the League of Nations 
and, by so doing, must be heid guilty of part 
of the blame for the present war. 

Congress is responsible, but it must not, 
thereby, hold itself aloof from valuable sug- 
gestions from outside nor from expression of 
the will of the people. 

Particularly must congress guard against 
opposing some worth-while plan because it 
originates in a source, governmental or other, 
to which some members are politically an- 
tagonistic. The economy of this nation and 
the world, after the war, is too vital a sub-

Peace Officers’ Pensions 
Some days ago editorial page criticism was 
given a bill on the house calendar which pro- 
posed a $2 tax be placed on every fine of $5 
or more in the state to create a pension fund 
for the peace officers of the state. 


The bill was described as one of the most 
vicious bills ever presented in so far as the 
reputation of the peace officers themselves and 
respect for the courts are concerned. 


In a letter to the editor, Representative Key, 
of Jasper, outlines the bill and defends it as 
a “humanitarian bill.” 


While the sincerity of those signing the bill 
is not questioned, The Constitution still feels 
the bill is wrong and will cause each defendant 
before the bar of justice to feel that testimony 
offered against him by a peace officer is 
prejudiced in favor of the pension provisions of 
his fine. It would break down respect for 
justice. : 


The plea for the bill speaks of making 
criminals pay for the pensions of peace of- 
ficers. 


The fact is criminals would pay little or 
nothing. The criminal rarely is fined. If 
caught and convicted a criminal goes to jail. 
The real sufferers would be the usual quota 
ot unfortunates who pay the fines of from 
$5 to $27.50, the usual average in the state. 

Whether an elected official, who campaigns 
for office, is subject to a pension is a question 
the people have not decided. Peace officers 
of the state are a fine group of men. The 
highest respect js entertained for them.

WASHINGTON PARADE

CONGRESS TACTICS WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Congress, 


which sank to a rather low ebb in 
public esteem during the last session, is now trying to regain some- 
thing of its lost prestige by making a whipping post of government 
bureaucracy. 

Every day or so sees some new attack on 
the reviled government bureaucrats. To them 
is imputed some insidious influence which 
works contrary to the will of congress and the 
welfare of the people. 

It was an attack along this line that was 
used by Representative Martin Dies in getting 
a new lease on life for his committee to investi- 
gate subversive activities. He only had to de- 
nounce the bureaucrats to get an overwhelming 
majority for the continuance of his committee’s 
oft-repudiated efforts. 

If we may judge from the tone of his re- 
marks, the committee henceforth will confine 
itself to the task of looking for subversive in- 
fluences exclusively within the structure of the 
federal government, which, incidentally, is 
about aS strange a commentary as can be made 
on our present scheme of things. 

Instead of exploring the field of Nazi activi- 
ties, which offers fertile ground for the work of his investigating 
body, Mr. Dies would devote his efforts to driving out of the gov- 
ernment every Soviet sympathizer and liberal whose record is 
tainted with any of the Red doctrines of Moscow.

NOT ALONE His particular grievance against the bureaucrats

A bureaucrat may be broadly defined as anyone below cabinet 
status who is employed in the departmental and administrative 
agencies of the government. As referred to mainly by congressional 
critics, they are the bureau and divisional chiefs who function in 
charge of important federal activities. 

With the exception of the new war agencies which have been 
created within the past few years, they are pretty much the same 
as they have always been. In most cases they are directed by the 
Same men. Because the work is specialized there is a slow turn- 
over in the executive personnel. Not all of them are by any means 
political appointments. 


MANY HIGHLY TRAINED There are a lot of highly trained 


and valuable bureaucratic chiefs 
who have been in the government service for years, who are never 
disturbed in their jobs from one administration to another, regard- 
less of party. Notable example are men like Thomas H. MacDonald, 
head of the Public Roads Administration, and Joseph B. Eastman, 
head of defense transportation and a long-time member of the ICC. 

Both of these, like many others who could be named, have been 
in the government service for more than 20 years. They are 
examples of the bureaucrats congress is busy denouncing. 

What the critics are complaining about principally is that the 
bureaucrats take a law congress has passed and then interpret it 
in a way which seems to work a hardship on some of a congress- 
man’s constituents. Often it is claimed the interpretation goes far 
beyond the original grant of power intended. 

But that is hardly a fault of the bureau- 


NOT THEIR FAULT 
crats. The responsibility for interpreting 


congressional acts rests largely with the Department of Justice, and 
the bureau chiefs rely on this source of legal advice for guidance 
as to how far they are supposed to go. 

The source of much of the present discontent probably lies with 
the divisional heads of many of the new war agencies—WPB, OPA, 
and the like. Here we have an entirely different set of officials 
running things. They are men drawn from the business life of the 
nation, executives of large companies, who have come to Washing- 
ton to volunteer their services to the government during the war 


emergency. 
CAN’T BE INTIMIDATED They are hard-boiled business- 
men who look upon congress lor 
what it is worth and are not in the slightest intimidated by threats 
of congressional influence being used to get their jobs. All of them 
are making far less working for the government than they made in 
private business. 
Until some specification of charges is made the public would do 
well not to take the present attacks seriously. A mere blanket 
indictment of bureaucracy is baseless. It is only a means of build- 
ing up a straw man for the political purpose of coverimg up some 
of congress’ own.sins. 


CONGRESS CREATED THEM The final proof of the argu- 


ment is found in the simple 
fact that congress has just as much power over the bureaucrats as 
the President. It created them—all of them—and it is within its 
power to destroy them any time it pleases. All that is necessary 
is for congress to pass a resolution abolishing the offending bu- 
reau—or, in lieu of that, attach a rider to an appropriation bil! 
denying payment of any salary to the official it wants removed 
from the rolls,

There were arguments on both sides, but the policy has been 
to pay incentives and to change it suddenly when the nation is 
faced with the possibilities of a really serious food problem in late 
1943, is foolish and unwise. 

Secretary Wickard, in charge of the nation’s agricultural! pre 
gram, has allowed himself to be jockeyed into a position where 
the very real production possibilities of the small farmer are 
ignored and endangered. 

We just now are getting a look at how very valuable the FSA 
has been. 

It ought to be a lesson to us. teaching that the American stock 
is still sound if given a chance. The FSA gave enough small 
farmers a chance to make something of themselves and their farm- 
Ing so that they now could be made the salvation of the nation 
in so far as food is concerned. ; 

The notion prevails, in congress and in some places out of con- 
gress, that the three or four million “top” farms are all that need 
to be considered. That notion has been nursed by the farm bloc. 

The facts are that the small farms saved the day in 1942. The 
official figures of the Department of Agriculture show that of the 
total farm increase in milk production for 1942 over 1941, 54 per 
cent came from the 500,000 lowest income farms. 

Increased beef production showed 32 per cent came from those 
same farms as did 19 per cent of the increase in chickens, 10 
per cent in eggs and 5 per cent in pork. 

The possibilities are enormous. 

Congress, deceived by the lobbies, has hampered the FSA and 
has given its chief attention to the farm bloc. 

Nor has that been the solution. 

I would wager there is hardly a farmer in Georgia who isn't 
angry at his inability to get what he needs. He is red in the neck 
because the Department of Agriculture calls on him to produce and 
the WPB has things so set up that he can’t get machines, fertilizer 
and, in some cases, seeds. 

There are farm manufacturing plants Which have not been told 
what machines they may manufacture for 1943. As far as southern 
farms are concerned it now ts too late.

Who owns the fish in the seven seas? 

Answering off-hand, one would say they belong to anybody who 
can catch them. But that answer would be unreasonable and unjust, 
unless it applies only to the deep waters where fish are rebtively 
few. ; 

A continent does not end where the sea begins. It {s surrounded 
by a “continental shelf,” which may be three miles wide or 190 
miles wide. If a diver could walk out on this shelf to its outer 
edge, he would be in shallow water all the way and then suddenly 
would step off into water a mile deep. 

It is in the shallow water above this shelf that little fish swarm 
by millions to feed on marine vegetation, and bigger fish follow to 
feed on the little ones. : 

The fish on this continental shelf obviously belong to the people 
of the continent. To say that other people have a right to cross 
3,000 or 8,000 of ocean to harvest the fish in our continental waters 
violates common sense. 

Yet the Japs did it before the war, and almost ruined our 
fishermen. They would have destroyed our salmon, as we destroyed 
the buffalo, if we had done nothing to stop them. 

There can be no argument about the ownership of the salmon. 
They are hatched in our coastal streams; and after their years at sea, 
they invariably return to their native waters to spawn and die. 

As instinct drives them to the mouth of their native river in 
schools of millions, nothing can make them deviate from their 
course. The Japs, having learned every foot of our coastal waters, 
can anchor their boats 10 miles off shore and stretch five-mile nets 
that let few fish escape. The big boats they used before the war 
were floating canneries that packed the whole catch as it was 
brought aboard. 

The Japs have enough fish in their home waters for their 
own needs. ‘They caught ours to sell in world markets—at prices 
we couldn't meet. Worst of all, since they were looting our seas as 
they now loot conquered lands, they cared rothing about conserva- 
tion. As they and other looters almost destroyed our seals before 
we gave them protection, so they would destroy the last fish with- 
out thought of the future. 

Now, while we are at war and not too soft and indifferent to 
protect our own interests, is the best time to make sensible and 
hard-boiled laws to preserve our enormously valuable supply of fish. 

All fish on our continental shelf are ours, and poaching should

PEACE OFFICERS BILL 
DEFENDED BY SPONSOR. 

Editor, Constitution: As one of 
the approximately 80 signers of 
the peace officers retirement bill, 
I wish to state that we feel this 
bill has as much or more merit and 
humanitarianism as any other bill 
considered by our body, for the 
following reasons: 

1. Peace officers rate of insur- 
ance is extremely high above ci- 
Villans. 

2. This bill provides a sources 
of necessary revenue for the pur- 
pose of paying annuities and bene- 
fits to the peace officers of the 
state without raising taxes on the 
people of Georgia. 

3. The purpose of fines and/or 
sentences of courts (mayor's mu- 
nicipal or superior courts) is for 
the purpose of deterring crime and 
law violators, and also to prevent 
recurrence of offenses by the same 
parties. The adding of $2 to each 
fine of $5 or more should have a 
effect upon petty law 
all other law vio- 


4. We think it is the best con- 


'stitutional method of financing the

'ficers who have given their lives

least some consideration. 

7. It is far better to add the $2 
to fines of $5 and more rather 
than to deduct $2 from the amount 
of fine or bond forfeiture because

der this bill, because the law vio- 
lator is then compelled to know 
that he is paying a definite sum 
for his crime.

violator is made by deducting 
same from the fine as a part of 
the cost, but good government 
should try and let it be known the 
cost of government so as to keep 
it down. 


The opponents of this humani- 
tarian bill in the legislature and 
in the press argue in main that it 
will cause the peace officers in our 
cities, counties and state to or- 
ganize themselves into a racket of 
promiscuous arrests in order to 
get the $2 fine on each offense, so 
as to pay annuities to themselves. 
I am told that the city of Augusta 
now adds $2 to the fines in its 
police court, a part of which is set 
apart for a retirement plan for the 
members of its police force. This 
may be true in other cities of the 
State. It may be true that there 
may be a little racket but. there 
could be no racket under a state- 
wide plan, for the reason that the 
peace officer that would make an 
$2 would actually 
get one-twentieth of one cent, as 
there are 4,000 peace officers in 
the state. Surely our peace officers 
would not make arrests for such a

Citing the city of Philadelphia 
as an example of what happens 
when a heavy majority of home- 
owning citizens move beyond the 
borders. Mayor Hartsfield last 
night told members of the Buck- 
head Civitan Club that chronic 
bad governments would sooner or 
later result if Atlanta did not in- 
clude such citizens by annexation. 

“The city government of Phila- 
delphia has been in a state of de- 
cay for many years and always 
in trouble and it generally 
agreed that the underlying reason 
is the great majority of its 
responsible home-owning citizens 
have moved beyond its borders,” 
said the mayor. 

“No city can stand this migra- 
tion in ever-increasing numbers 
and not have its inside govern- 
ment deteriorate as a result. At- 
lanta still has many fine citizens 
within its borders and they need 
the help of their outside neighbors, 
since all have an equal interest in 
maintenance of a good city. 

“Upon the high grounds of equal 
interest in the affairs of ‘\tlanta 

} upon the patriotic duty of all 
who benefit by its existence to 
participate in its maintenance, I 
have vet to hear a sound argu- 
against annexation. 

“Always the selfish argument is 
advanced that it will cost someone 
a little money.
